In  spraying,  it  is  important  to  drive  the  spray 
to  the  center  of  the  vines,  ignoring  the  tips,  if 
necessary.’’

— Nearly  all  grass  seeds  are  very  small  and 
will  not  come  up  satisfactorily  unless  put  in 
properly,  and  again,  most  planters  will  not 
use  enough  seed  to  the  acre.  The  soil  should 
be  thoroughly  prepared  by  deep  breaking  and 
thorough  harrowing  until  a  smooth  bed  is 
made,  and  the  ground  should  be  settled  before 
sowing.  After  sowing  the  seed,  very  little  cov¬ 
ering  should  be  given  with  a  brush  or  harrow 
that  will  cover  it  lightly.  If  the  weather  is 
likely  to  be  dry,  the  ground  should  be  pressed 
over  the  seed,  so  as  to  bring  the  seed  in  close 
contact  with  the  soil  to  hold  the  moisture  until 
the  seeds  get  a  good  start.

Simple  Instructions  in  Planting 
Perfection  Brand  Grass  Seed 

In  planting  Bermuda  or  other  small  grass  seeds  it 
is  best  to  have  the  land  thoroughly  cleaned  and  firm 
before  planting.  The  seeds  of  grasses  are  so  extremely 
small  as  to  be  able  to  come  up  through  only  a  thin 
layer  of  soil.  The  covering  of  the  seeds  can  scarcely 
be  too  shallow.  The  seeds  may  then  be  scattered  over 
the  land  by  hand,  or  by  using  a  small  hand  seeder, 
such  as  is  listed  in  this  catalog.  After  sowing,  a  hand 
rake  should  be  used,  which  will  mix  the  seeds  with 
the  soil  so  they  will  be  lightly  covered,  then  keep 
ground  wet  by  thorough  sprinkling,  until  the  grass 
comes  up  to  a  sufficient  stand.
